country pupils of the South Atlantic 
States 59.2 days, of the South Cen­ 
tral States 56.4, of the North Cen­ 
tral 
States 
31.4, 
of the Western 
States 35.7, and of the North Atlan­ 
tic Division 18.8 days. 
In the lan­ 
guage of 0. W. Neale, Professor of 
Rural 
Education, 
State 
Normal 
School, 
Stevens 
Point, Wis., “The 
further we go into tlie^ study of the 
rural school term the more evident 
it becomes that the country pupils 
are not given a square deal in free 
school privileges.” 
In effect and for the country at 
large the rural school term may be 
increased without voting another day 
of school or levying another mill of 
school tax. 
How' can this be done? 
Improve 
the 
average daily atten­ 


dance of the pupils actually enrolled 
in school by a better enforcement of 
the compulsory attendance laws in 
those 
states having such laws4 and 
securing 
compulsory 
attendance 
laws at the next session of the legis­ 
lature 
in those states writhout such 
statutes 
and 
by 
arousing public 
sentiment 
throughout 
the country 
for a better average daily attendance 
in our rural schools. The enrollment 
of pupils in the rural schools, ac­ 
cording to the latest available data 
(1910) 
on rural school enrollment, 
w’as 
11,100,553, 
with 
an average 
daily 
attendance therein of 7,509,- 
558, 
making the average daily ab­ 
sences in 
the rural schools 
alone 
3,590,995. 
These figures are appal­ 
ling. 
The average daily attendance 
in 
rural schools for the country at 
large is only 67.6 per cent—an aver- 
agfe 
daily attendance 
of 11.7 per 
cent 
lower than 
that 
in 
urban 
schools. 
It 
is 
evident that rural 
pupils are penalized in this matter of 
free school privileges not only by the 
general policy of the various States 
but also by indifferent, ignorant or 
selfish parents who fail to do their 
duty by their own children in allow’- 
ing them to remain out of school 
while school is in session.

New York, Aug. 4.—The General 
Education Board announces that it 
is about to complete a study of the 
public school system inaugurated at 
Gary, Indiana. 
The purpose is that 
a full and authoritative account of 
this interesting experiment in public 
education may be available for study 
and use throughout the country. 
The Board has employed a staff of 
educational 
experts who 
have al­ 
ready devoted five months to a first­ 
hand study of the purposes, methods 
and costs of the system at Gary and 
the results actually achieved there. 
! This work was undertaken at the in­ 
vitation of the school board of Gary. 
The result will be embodied in a com­ 
prehensive volume to be issued by 
the Board. 
Abraham Flexner of the General 
Education 
Board is 
directing the 
study, assisted by Dr. Frank P. Bach­ 
man, formerly 
associate 
superin­ 
tendent of Schools in Cleveland, O., 
who has been on the ground con­ 
tinuously. Specialists who are deal 
ing with particular fields are:

Prof. C. R. Richards, Director of 
Cooper Union — vocational and in­ 
dustrial instruction. 
Mrs. Eva W. White, Director of 
the Extended Use of Public Schools 
of Boston, Mass.—domestic science 
and arts.

ministration, organization ami sup- 
ervision.

In addition to the work at Gary 
and for the purpose of studying the 
school possibilities of the unusually 
gifted child, the 
General Education 
Board has made an appropriation to 
Prof. Guy M. Whipple of the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois. Up to this time much 
special study has been devoted to 
improving the education of defectiv e 
children, but comparatively little at­ 
tention has been devoted to a sys­ 
tematic and thorough study of the 
talented child. 
Prof. Whipple will 
endeavor to 
find out how early in their school life 
gifted children can be spotted, and 
how much school time and energy 
they can economize, as well as how 
much additional training and mental 
equipment 
they can 
obtain during 
their school years. 
The Board has also authorized a 
study 
of the Junior High 
School, 
which is being widely experimented 
with in different sections of the coun­ 
try. 
As 
ordinarily 
conceived, the 
Junior High School takes over grades 


seven and eight of the 
elementary 
school and the first year of the high 
School, reorganizing them so as to 
bridge the gap between elementary 
and high schools. 
The Junior High 
School also endeavors to recognize 
individual differences more adequate­ 
ly than the elementary 
school has 
done. 
The topic wras debated very 
earnestly at this 
year’s meeting of 
the National Education Association 
and it is extremely important that a 
critical study on the ground should 
be made of the curriculum, methods 
of teaching, organization and results 
thus far obtained in the Junior High 
Schools now in operation at varions 
points. 
The study will be made by 
Professor 
Thomas 
II. Briggs 
of 
Teachers College, Columbia Univer­ 
sity, who 
will devote at 
least six 
months to visiting these institutions. 
Professor Briggs will prepare a 
volume on the subject which will be 
published and widely distributed by 
the General Education Board.

The Rural School Term 


(By J. L.~MeBrien, School Exten- 


sion Agent, United "States Bureau of 
Education, Washington, D. C.) 


One thing to be remembered in 


connection with the rural school 
term, as concerns the .country at 
largej is that farm boys and farm 
girls 
: have a school term 46.6 days 


shorter than that of their city cous- 
ins. In every section of the United 
States there is a discrimination in 
our . public 
school policy against 


farm! boys and farm girls. For ex- 
ample, this discrimination costs the 
country pupils of the South Atlantic 
States 59.2 days, of the South Cen- 
tral States 56.4, of the North Cen- 
tral States 31.4, of the .Western 
States 35.7, and of the North Atlan- 
tic Division 18.8 days. In the lan- 
guage of 0. W. Neale, Professor of 
Rural 
Education, 
State 
Normal 


School, -Stevens Point; Wis., "The 
further we go into the^study of the 
rural school term the more evident 
it becomes thai the country pupils 
are not given a square deal in free 
school privileges." 


In effect and for the country at 


large the rural school term may be 
increased without'voting another day 
of school'or levying another mill of 
ichool tax. How can this be done? 
improve the .average daily atten-! 


.dance of the pupils actually • enrolled 
in,-school by a better'enforcement-of 
the compulsory attendance laws in 
those* states having such lawSj and 
securing ? compulsory 
attendance 


laws at the next session of the legis- 
lature in those states without such 
statutes • ; and 
by arousing public 


sentiment ' throughout the country 
for a'better average .daily attendance 
in our rural schools. The enrollment 
of pupils in the rural schools, ac- 
cording to the latest available data 
(1910) 
onTrural school enrollment, 


was 11,100,553, with an average 
daily attendance therein of 7,509,- 
558, 
making; the average daily ab- 


sences in the rural schools alone 
3,590,995. 
These figures are appal- 


ling. . The' average daily attendance 
in rural schools for the country at 
large is only- C7.6 per cent—an aver- 


daily attendance of 11.7 per 


cent lower than that in urban 
schools. It is evident that rural 
pupils are penalized in this matter of 
free school privileges not only by the 
general policy of the various States 
but also by indifferent, ignorant or 
selfish parents who fail to do'their 
duty by .their own children in allpw- 
ing them- to remain out-of school 
while school is in session. ,
